CAMTorcns. 

To  escape  from  the  dangers  of  Lis  j  grow¬ 
ing  celebrity  Cartouche  resorted  to^nfiuite 
disgpiscs.  Often  he  concealed  hituarlf  in 
the  habit  of  au  abbe,  sometimes  in  a  Sait  of 
rags  but  more  frequently  be  diaguiaeJ  hit 
self  as  a  studeut  or  a  young  Marqnia.  In 
the  most  elegant  costumes  he  mingled  with 
{be  stock-jobbers  in  tbs  Hue  Quracamputx, 
transacted  business  affairs,  and  discussed 
the  news  of  the  dsy,  gathered  by  him  in  the 
principal  cafes  of  Paris.  It  was  not,  how¬ 
ever,  until  1721  that  the  ms%#  of 
became  a  reality  in-  Paris ;  that  ib 
longer  any  doubt  as  to  his  actual 
And  ai  this  aims  he  oocnpied  Paris  and 
plundered  it  at  his  wilL  The  robbers,  or 
the  baud  of  Cartouche,  ss  it  was  now  uni¬ 
versally  called,  did  not  fear  to  attack  roy¬ 
ally  and  the  Princes  of  the  blood.  Buckles, 
■words,  poulards  disappeared  from  the 
Court  as  if  by  magic.  The  Regeut  more 
than  once  laughed  heartily  at  these  adroit 
robbers.  He  even  attempted  to  rob  the 
robbers.  He  dispensed  with  carrying 
money,  and  bought  a  sword  with  a  sharp 
point.  It  was  a  good  undertaking  in  prin¬ 
ciple,  but  not  in  result,  and  the  attempt 
cost  bis  Highness  1,500  Kvres  which  be  bad 
paid  for  a  sword  manufactured  in  London. 
As  he  left  the  opera  the  sword  disappeared 
and  the  laugh  was  on  the  aide  of  the  un¬ 
known  robber.  Bat  when  the  Parisiau  ban¬ 
dits  personified  in  the  invisible  CWrtoudie 
multiplied  the  number  of  their  assassina¬ 
tions,  and  actually  became  dangerous  in  the 
Court  itself,  then  at  lost  the  authorities 
united  in  a  definite  and  formidable  attack. 
A  murder  committed  in  May,  1721,  caused 
the  Regent  to  determine  to  put  an  end  at 
onco  to  the  baud  which  was  devastating. 
Paris.  At  this  timo  Cartouche  ran  many 
serious  risks.  A  spy  bad  been  for  several 
days  upou  bis  tgsek.  To  disgust  this  mifn 
and  bis  associates,  Cartouche  resolved  to 
give  him  a  lesson.  On  a  public  fete  dsy  all 
I  be  police  were  drawu  up  in  the  Rue  de 
Tournou;  for  this  reason  Cartouche  eboea 
that  day  and  the  vicinity  of  Luxembourg  for 
the  scene  of  hie  operations  The  epy  was 
on  band  and  wailing  ouly  an  opportunity  to 
fall  upon  him.  Suddenly  Cartouche  turned, 
seised  bis  man  by  tbs  collar,  ami  in  the 
open  street,  in  full  day,  Injure  two  hundred 
archers  drawn  up  iu  line,  be  struck  him  sev¬ 
eral  rapid  blows  with  his  cane.  A  l  lbs  ones 
of  (be  poor  wretch  lbs  polios  approached. 
Cartouche  ran,  turned  iuto  an  obscure  alley, 
took  from  bis  pocket  a  wig-  and  pat  it  on,
